Per- 
haps “the pirate Corso” was an institu- 
tion in his home waters and was kind 
to his friends; softened by a popularity 
dependent on the mollifying practises of 
friendship he may have been content 
with mere robbery and abhorred vio- 
lence. 

But Juan Corso had to pay for his 
good nature, his prize being captured by 
“English Buccaneers.” We take it that 


Captain Mudd got little content from 
the fact that the new change of owner- 


ship took place under the auspices of | 


his own countrymen. These were not 
pirates; their particular rose exhaled its 
fragrance under the name of buccaneer. 
The Brazilian Indians smoked and hung 
their meat upon a hurdle or quill of 
wood called “boucan.” The Europeans 
that drifted to that part of the world 
learned to prepare their meat in the 
same way; among these were French 
huhters in St. Domingo and Hickeringill 
in 1661 speaks of rooting out a few 
“Buckaneers or Hunting French-men.” 
The name, thus latinched, was soon ap- 


plied to the gang of adventurers that 


° ; i 


chittered up the Caribbean sea; they 
had perhaps not quite as bad a name as 
the pirate but to all intents and pur- 
poses were the same menace to civiliza- 
tion. One may fornt a fairly accurate 
idea of them by comparing them to the 
Americain adventurers that 
have done so much discredit to the 
United States in Mexico and South 
America. They were forever fighting 
the authorities in these southern waters 
and the English buccaneers seem to 
have been men of some invention. Ex- 
quemelin in a history of the buccaneers, 
tells of a Spanish expedition against the 
island of St. Catherine, then held by the 
English buccaneers. In the end the 
Spaniards were successful, but were 
much galléd by the artillery fire of the 
enemy, “they shooting, not only pieces 
of iron and small bullets, but also the 
organs of the church, discharging in 
every shot threescore pipes at a time.” 
But notwithstanding this scathing hail 
of vox humanas and sesquialteras, the 
brave Don Joseph Ramirez de Leyva 
foreed these unlawful English to sur- 
render. 

In the case under consideration, the 
bueeaneers appear to have got the better 
of the Spaniard. It may be that Juan 
Corso, being a more &inservative man 
of much respect for establishments, had 
magazines with any 
events, we have no 
Mudd recovered his

In the same chapter, Mather tells of 
a “Mr. John Grafton being bound from 
New England for the West Indies in a 
ketch call’d the Providence, the vessel 
suddenly struck upon a rock, in a dark, 
rainy, stormy night. . 

Today, when, ag we have pointed out 
in another paper, the whole law of the 
sea is laid down and the sea itself is 
policed by the navies of the powers, the 
casual reader does not appreciate how 
lawless a territory it was not so very 
long ago.

WASHINGTON —.Earthquake shocks 
lasting nearly three hours Tuesday night 


‘and this morning were recorded by the 


seismographs at Georgetown University 
today.

The 
greatest~ disturbance was at 12:30 
o’clock.

O! my brothers, it is a busy world in 

which we find ourselves, and if we 
would have people listen patiently to 
our story we must make it brief and to 
the point. The story is told that Dr. 
Barrow of London once preached so long 
that all his congregation quietly stole 
away until there was no one left ex- 
cept the sexton And the reverend speaker 
himself. The sexton noting that the 
doctor was apparently not nearing his 
“lastly” finally interrupted the discourse 
and said to the speaker: “Sir, here are 
the keys; when you are through with 
your discourse, please lock the church 
door.” 

It is quality and not quantity that 
counts. “A little diamond is worth a 
mountain of glass." How often it has 
occurred that an after-dinner speaker 
who would have made a real “hit” had 
he sat down the right time, has spoiled 
it all by talking past the mark and 
robbing his effort of what might have 
been an effective climax. A speech to 
be lively and interesting ought in some 
respects to resemble a whip. It should 
not be too long to swing handily and 
it must by all means have the “cracker” 
at the end of it. In any other position 
the purpose of the “cracker” is quite 
lost and there will be no “snap” to it. 
Then again, a speech should be treated 
somewhat after the manner of a glass 
of soda. The various ingredients are 
to be added, one by one, until finally 
everything is ready for the “fizz” and 
the moment of effervescence when it is 
to be taken with a genuine relish. A 
minute before or a minute after just 
the right time would rob it of its flavor. 
An after-dinner speech should be 
terminated at its moment of effer- 
vescing. Every minute it is prolonged 
thereafter renders it less refreshing and 
invigorating. ' 

And so it is with all our speeches, 
long or short, prepared or extemporane- 
ous: they are more likely to prove 
effective if they are brief and to the 
point and are brought to an end at what 
is logically and obviously their finish.

He appomted a commission 
which vainly sought to efféct an ad- 
justment of the dispute. Toledo was 
the object of contention, and it was un- 
dividable. The Ohio Legislature having 
gone through the formalities of organiz- 
ine the disputed territory into a county, 
was proposed to hold a session of 
at Toledo, to show to the world 
that “the coupty in fact existed. Troops 
were levied to protect the court and to 
uphold the jurisdiction of Ohio. Gov- 
ernor Mason, who, with the people of 
Michigan, was intensely in eafnest, or- 
dered out the Michigan forces. Under 
Gen. Joseph W. Brown, about 1000 
strong, they proceeded to Toledo, ac- 
companied by Governor Mason. The 
Ohio forces did not come beyond Perrys- 
burg. The Michigan troops stayed bunt 
a few days on the border, when they 
were disbanded and went to their vari- 
ous homes. The “Toledo war” formed 
the basis of many songs and stories, and 
now, when time has removed the bit- 
terness, they are about all that remain 
of the affair.

@ore circles in like manner, a hand 
breadth from other. That done, at each 
song, they put betwixt everie three, two, 
or five graines, a little sticke; so count- 
ere 

“One disguised with a great Skinne, 
his head hung round with little Skinnes 
of Weasels and other Vermine, with a 
Crownet of feathers on his head, at the 
end of each song, will make many signes, 
with strange and vehement actions; 
great cakes of Deere suet he casteth 
into the fire; till sixe a clocke in the 
evening their howling would continue ere 
they would depart.”

LARGE SWORDFISH 
CATCH LANDED BY 
THE VALENTINNA 


With the largest number of swordfish 
ever caught in two, weeks time, the 
schooner Valentinna,’, Capt. Charles 
O'Neil, arrived at T wharf today. A 
total of 186 swordfish was on board the 
vessel which sold to dealers for 7% 
cents a pound. The arrival not only 
made a new record for the number of fish 
captured in 14 days, but was the largest 
catch of the season. 

The present record for the largest. trip 
of swordfish ever landed is held by Capt. 
Joseph Mesquith, who brought in 202 
fish about six years ago in the schooner 
Mary P. Mesquita.. He was on the fish- 
ing ground six weeks, however, before 
eapturing the, large fare.

Castro has been an exile for three 
vears, following disturbances in Vene- 
zuela which had lasted for years. By 
agreement of the efforts were 
made to prevent his landing in any coun- 
try or dependency of the western hemi- 
sphere. When he arrived at Trinidad 
two years ago a British man-of-war 
told him to move on. When he slipped 
into the harbor of Willerhstad, on the 
island of Cufacao, a Dutch gunboat com- 
pelled him to leave. Later, when dis- 
covered at Gibraltar, he was deported by 
British authorities, and when he turned 
up a few months ago in the Canary and 
Madeira islands, the natf6ns controlling 
those possessions drove him out. 

Finally, he managed to make his way 
through Portugal, Spain, up to France 
and into Germany, in disguise, and it is 
believed that he boardec the Consul 
Grostuk at Hamburg, from which port 
that vessel cleared for the West Indies. 
This vessel had been an Italian gunboat 
which Haiti professed to have bought. 
Sailing from Hamburg, it carred a Ger- 
man flag. 

It later that Castro 
first managed to get ashore at Porto 
tico where he spent several days in dis- 
guise before going to Haiti. When the 
scout cruiser Birmingham was rushed to 
the Haitian coast from the Gulf of 
Mexico and German and French gun- 
boats appeared also, establishing a com- 
plete patrol around Haiti and San Do- 
mingo, Castro had disappeared. The Con- 
sul Grostuk was found and searched, but 
no Castro was found aboard her. This 
was early in June. 

The first intimation since then re- 
garding Castro's movements came re- 
cently in a despatch from Caracas sent, 
it is presumed, by Special Ambassador 
Dawson, who said that Castro was re- 
ported to have been at Castilletas Point, 
on the\west shore of Goajira peninsula. 
How he got there is still a mystery, al- 
though it is suspected that he escaped 
from Haitian waters in a launch belong- 
ing to the Consul Grostuk, and thus made 
his way to Colon, Panama, where he is 
understood to have made another land- 
ing in the shadow of another American 
flag flying over Cristobal in the Canal 
Zone. 

Since Cristobal and Colon are sepa- 
rated by a street only, it is not. unlikely 
that Castro was actually on Amefican 
territory for the second time. From 
there he appears to have made his way 
down the coast to some point in Colom- 
bia, whence he crept up to the coast of 
Vepezuela for his final landing.

The first part of the process consists 


in chopping up the beets and drying the | 


water out of them. They contain 72 
per cent of water, nearly all of which 
is removed by evaporation. By this 
means 100 pounds of dry material is ob- 
tained from 357 pounds of beets. 

This dry material contains more than 
70 per cent of sugar, and therefore on 
being ground to a fine meal is exceed- 
ingly sweet and adapted to the making 
of cakes and puddings. The sugar-beet 
flour is estimated to contain something 
like 82 per cent of pure nutriment.

PER DAY IN CHINA}. 


Some of us thought that 
mechanics and laborers gét frém 5 to 10 
cents for a day’s work in their own 
country; but we are wrong, says the 
Cincinnati Times-Star. Hefe are the 
daily wage rates in the distri} lying 
back of Shanghai: Machinists, 40 to 
cents; blacksmiths, 38; carpenters, 
electricians, 40; stonemasons, 15; brick- 
layers, 15; molders, 60; plasterers, 20; 
stonecutters, 25; farm laborers, 30, and 
common laborers, 20 cents. 

With this pay they buy fresh pork at 
15 cents a pound, salt pork at 10, sau- 
sage at 7, ham at 20, foreign flour at 
34, cents; tea at 15 cents, rice at 3 
at 4 cents; tea at 15 cents, rice at 3 
cents. They pay 6 cents a yard for mus- 
lins, 7% for calico, 25 for woolens and 
40 cents a pair for cloth shoes.

PLENTY OF MONEY 
FOR CROP MOVING 


WASHINGTON — Preliminary  esti- 
mates made by treasury officials indicate 
diminishing probabilities of a money 
stringency during the crop moving 
months this year. In July the banks of 
the central reserve cities will finance 
dividend and interest payments aggregat- 
ing $230,000,000. 

The banks of New York city alone 
have furnished $34,000,000 for Panama 
bond payments and about $30,000,000 for 
the, corporation tax.

LON DON—The holdings and 
country life the festival of 
the empire was formally opened at the 
Orystal palace by Lord Carrington, pres- 
ident of the board of agriculture. This 
exhibition is the first attempt that has 
been made to demonstrate modern an? 
economical methods production for 
actual and prospective small holders. 

Ten acres have been set aside for this 
purpose, two of which are occupied by 
a working farm designed to combine 
the features of the farmjng industry, so 
that the farmer of 50 acres or the cul- 
tivator of an allotment may equally 
obtain valuable hints. An orchard has 
been laid out, and a series of lectures 
has been arranged in. order ‘to illustrate 
the management of fruit trees. Severat 
plots of land are under cultivation, live- 
stock can be seen in modern farm build- 
ings and there are 50 pens of poultry. 
The section also includes a gmali hold- 
ers cottage completely furnished, 

In declaring the section open, Lord Car. 
rington said it seemed to him of the 
highest practical-value, and would ‘be of 
great assistance he thought to the cause 
of small holdings. The exhibition would 
convince everybody that there was an 
enormous opening for a great increase of 
small holdings. It was on holdings of 
this kind that such industries as poultry 
keeping, fruit growing and marked 
gardening could best be ‘carried -on, and 
with the aid of cooperative methods a 
man could make a decent living on from 
five to six acres of land. But it-was not 
enough merely to provide land. 

The small holder required education 
and guidance in all branches of his work. 
He needed to know what crops would pay 
best and how to get the largest possible 
productions and the best prices. In these 
respects the educational value of the ex- 
hibition would be very great. 

Lord Carrington said in conclusion that 
he wished all possible success to, this 
section of the festival of the empire be- 
eause he desired to see the land of the 
country used to the best possible ad- 
vantage and provide a good living for 
those who desired to live on it. The 
company then made a tour of inspection 
during which Lord Carrington announced 
that the board of agriculture would erect 
in that section some farm laborers’ cot- 
tages and practical farm buildings de< 
signed by the board.

Kven those who have been at the very forefront of the Alaskan

Surely there is no reason to 
doubt that the government has the power and the ability, if it 
have the will under present laws, to place Alaska in the hands of 
the people whose right it is to possess it.’ The fear that some 
company or combine, that some association or aggregation, will 
defy the United States law and override the United States govern- 
ment, unless Alaska shall be surrounded by a high stone wall, is 
something new, and it is utterly groundless.

It is said that ever since domestic traimmg was added to the 
curriculum of the agricultural colleges, women’s universities and 
high schools, as well as many of the private academies, the 
demand for teachers has been far greaterf than the supply. For 
yistance, every one ot the hifty-five graduates above referred to 
was able to choose from at least two or three offers. \Women, 
naturally, have a pYactical monopoly of this field. In many cases 
the salaries are higher than those paid to imstructors in other 
branches. Colleges in which domestic training*of a high order may 
be obtained are sought by parents for their children. 

Kansas is especially proud of the record it has made in the 
development of domestic education. The Kansas Agricultural Col- 
lege is claimed to have been the pioneer in this line of teaching.
